A legal fight over the future of the Ed¬ 
monton zoo’s only elephant isn’t over. 

Last month, a judge dismissed argu¬ 
ments from two animal rights groups that 
say Lucy is suffering at the zoo and should 


be moved to an elephant sanctuaiy in the 
United States. 

But Zoocheclc and People for the Ethi¬ 
cal Treatment of Animals have an¬ 
nounced they will appeal the ruling. 


Their fight to move Lucy is backed by 
celebrities such as Bob Barker, former 
host of the game show The Price is Right, 
and actor William Shatner. 

Julie Woodyer with Zoocheclc says 


Lucy’s loneliness and health issues can’t 
be ignored. The city says the 34-year-old 
elephant is comfortable in her familiar 
surroundings and moving her at her age 
could do her harm, the Canadian press

Bomb squad called after 
suspicious parcel found 


Police called in the bomb 
squad after a security 
guard reported a suspi¬ 
cious package across the 
street from the WCB build¬ 
ing in downtown Edmon¬ 
ton yesterday. 

People in the area of 
107 Street and 99 Avenue 
were asked to stay in their 
buildings or away from the 
scene for about an hour 
yesterday at about 10 a.m. 
while police investigated. 

“In the interest of pub¬ 
lic safety, we came in and 
cordoned off the area and 


waited until our techs 
came in to determine if 
the package was benign or 
not,” said Sgt. Bernie 
Loughlin. 

“It turned out that it 
was just something left at 
the garbage can.” 

The package was re¬ 
moved safely and Loughlin 
said there was no risk to 
the public. He couldn’t 
confirm the exact contents 
but witnesses say it con¬ 
tained paper, cardboard 
and plastic. The incident 
occurred 11 months to the 


day after Patrick Clayton 
held several WCB employ¬ 
ees hostage for up to 10 
hours on Oct. 21, 2009. 

“Any time we have a 
suspicious package in a 
public place that causes a 
member of the community 
concern where they notify 
us, we have to take that se¬ 
riously,” Loughlin said. “Its 
proximity to this building 
or any other building is 
more coincidental than it 
was of any heightened con¬ 
cern.”

OILSANDS DEVELOPMENT 

Green 
groups try 
to halt 
hearings 

Environmental groups 
are asking that public 
hearings into a new oil- 
sands mine in northern 
Alberta be adjourned. 

As the hearings into 
Total Canada’s Joslyn 
North proposal opened 
in Fort McMurray, the 
groups filed a motion to 
have them stopped. 

They say the compa¬ 


ny’s environmental im¬ 
pact assessment doesn’t 
address the cumulative 
impacts of all the devel¬ 
opment going on in the 
oilseeds region, as the 
law requires. 

In a motion filed with 
the panel conducting 
the hearings, the groups 
say Total hasn’t taken 
account of other 
planned oilseeds mines 
or the impact of indus¬ 
trial activity such as 
forestry. 

The $ 2-billion Total 
mine would provide 600 
jobs, but it would also 
create the greenhouse 
gas equivalent of a quar¬ 
ter of a million cars.

O At least 30 communities declare 
state of emergency O Premier plans

Hurricane Igor ripped 
across eastern Newfound¬ 
land yesterday with a sav¬ 
agery that forced flooded, 
wind-battered towns to de¬ 
clare states of emergency, 
isolating some communi¬ 
ties as rivers overflowed 
and roads washed away. 

Police were investigat¬ 
ing reports that an 80-year- 
old man was swept out to 
sea when the road beneath 
him collapsed in the Ran¬ 
dom Island area, about 100 
kilometres northwest of St. 
John’s. 

The RCMP said only lo¬ 
cal residents were able to 
search the area because of 
impassable roads. Officers 
and the coast guard 
weren’t able to access the 


island because air and sea 
travel were also impossible 
due to the fierce storm. 

“It appears we have a 
very serious situation on 
our hands,” Premier Dan¬ 
ny Williams said. 

Officials at the Canadian 
Hurricane Centre down¬ 
graded Igor to a post-tropi¬ 
cal storm by yesterday 
afternoon, but it was still 
packing hurricane-force 
winds in excess of 150 
km/h. 

The centre said that 238 
millimetres of rain fell in 
St. Lawrence by late after¬ 
noon and a peak wind gust 
of 163 km/h was recorded 
at Sagona Island on the 
province’s south coast.

Consumer advocates, envi¬ 
ronmentalists and other op¬ 
ponents of genetically 
engineered salmon told the 
U.S. Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration yesterday that it 
would be irresponsible not 
to label the fish as modified 
in the groceiy store if it is 
approved for human con¬ 
sumption. 

The agency heard from 
all sides this week as they 
held hearings to review the 
science of the fish that 
grows twice as fast as the 
conventional variety and to 
hear public comment on 
whether the fish should be 
labelled. According to feder¬ 
al guidelines, the fish 
would not be labelled as ge¬ 
netically modified if the 
agency decides it has the 
same material makeup as 
conventional salmon. 

Consumer advocates say 
it is the public’s right to 
know that the fish have 
been genetically modified. 
AquaBounty, the company 
that has developed the fish 


and is applying to the FDA 
to market it, says that ge¬ 
netically modified salmon 
have the same flavour, tex¬ 
ture, colour and odour as 
the conventional fish. 

In preliminaiy analysis 
released ahead of the hear¬ 
ing, the FDA agreed with 
the company, saying there 
were no biologically rele¬ 
vant differences between 
the engineered salmon and 


conventional salmon. 

Dr. Michael Hansen, sen¬ 
ior scientist at Consumers 
Union, the publisher of 
Consumer Reports, testified 
that his organization dis¬ 
agrees with the FDA that ge¬ 
netic engineering itself 
does not constitute a mate¬ 
rial difference in the two 
fish. He added that the 
agency does have the au¬ 
thority to demand the la-

The first-ever official 
history of MI6 reveals that 
Britain’s foreign spy 
agency debated assassinat¬ 
ing Nazi leaders, landed a 
spy wearing a wetsuit over 
his tux at a casino by the 
sea and experimented 
with exploding filing cabi¬ 
nets — but also wrangled 
with other government de¬ 
partments and had to 
make do on a shoestring 
budget.

“The real James Bonds 
are more interesting than 
the fictional James Bond,” 
said author Keith Jeffeiy, a 


historian at Queen’s Uni¬ 
versity Belfast, who had 
access to previously secret 
files in the MI6 archive. 
“They are male and fe¬ 
male. They are real people. 
They have real frailties and 
real courage.” 

The book tells the story 
of an agency founded in 
1909 with a staff of one, 
Mansfield Cumming, who 
recorded his first day in 
his diary: “Went to the of¬ 
fice and remained all day, 
but saw no one, nor was 
there anything to do 
there.” 

It quickly got more in¬ 
teresting, although Jeffery 
writes that for decades, 
MI6 “had to operate on a 


shoestring” and was peren¬ 
nially short of office space. 

The book reveals that its 
agents included well-loved 
authors W. Somerset 
Maugham, Graham 

Greene and Arthur Ran- 
some, who spied in the So¬ 
viet Union and whose 
mistress was Leon Trot¬ 
sky’s secretary. 

The book deflates some 
cherished myths. MI6 
agents do not have a “li¬ 
cence to kill,” although the 
agency compiled a list of 
possible Nazi assassination 
targets before the D-Day 
landings. It was judged 
that the plan was too risky 
and might spark bloody 
reprisals, the associated press

Controversial movie direc¬ 
tor Oliver Stone is 
renowned for his hardline 
liberal views on American 
politics. 

He has unflinchingly 
tackled raw events with 
films like World Trade 
Center and W but now 
he’s taking on the men be¬ 
hind the world financial 
meltdown by revisiting a 
topic he covered over 20 
years ago with his film 
Wall Street. 

He spoke to Metro his 
timely sequel Wall Street: 
Money Never Sleeps. 


How did you update Wall 
Street? 

That’s a 10-minute an¬ 
swer! Things like comput¬ 
ers, globalization and the 
banking system on 
steroids. It’s crazy. Banks 
were kind of dull back in 
the 1980s but by 2000 they 
had got into the debt busi¬ 
ness big time. They drove 
the economy into the toi¬ 
let. We were living beyond 
our means, not just the 
banks, but the people, 
everyone. 

Do the characters behave dif¬ 
ferently from those in the 
1987 movie? 

The old world was 
much more person-to- 


person. Now, you really ba¬ 
sically trade with a com¬ 
puter. Also, you are in and 
out much faster. You don’t 
take long-term positions 
and that’s unfortunate. A 
lot of it is speculation. It’s 
a short-term process: you 
grab it while it’s hot. 

The focus of the original 
movie ended up being on 
Gordon Gekko — who the 
public became fascinated 
with. 

Michael Douglas was 
well aware of that and 
came back with a much 
bigger role than in the 
original. It’s really a hu¬ 
man drama with a back¬ 
ground of Wall Street — 
same old problems with 


love, trust, greed and be¬ 
trayal that we have always 
had in our history back 
not just 1987 but in 2008. 

How difficult was it making a 
film about a crisis in the 
midst of that crisis? 

The research was com¬ 
plex. I mean the concept 
of taking credit deriva¬ 
tives, all that new jargon, 
it’s complicated. We didn’t 
want to overdo it, so we 
had to simplify it. We have 
complicated stuff in that 
movie. The Federal Re¬ 
serve Board scenes alone 
have never been done in 
film. It was taking a com¬ 
plex thesis to making it 
smaller and simpler but

Paris delayed entry to Japan 


Japanese officials delayed 
Paris Hilton’s entry into 
the country a day after she 
pleaded guilty to misde¬ 
meanour charges in Las Ve¬ 
gas, the socialite’s 
spokeswoman said. 

An emailed statement 
by Hilton’s rep. Dawn 
Miller, said the 29-year-old 
was delayed by immigra¬ 
tion authorities upon her 
arrival TXiesday in Japan. 

She was scheduled to 
appear at a news confer¬ 
ence in Tokyo on Wednes¬ 


day to promote her fashion 
line, but that appearance 
was apparently cancelled. 

It was unclear where 
Hilton was or whether she 
will continue with her pro¬ 
motional tour.

The trip had been 
planned before Hilton’s ar¬ 
rest last month in Las Ve¬ 
gas after an officer found a 
small amount of cocaine in 
her purse.

guilty Monday to drug pos¬ 
session and obstructing an 
officer and was placed on 
informal probation for one 
year.

Romanek takes on 
dystopian romance

Director Mark Romanek 
has an extensive music 
video background that 
goes beyond 25 years. He’s 
worked with the likes of 
Madonna, Coldplay and 
Jay-Z and even has two 
videos in Manhattan’s Mu¬ 
seum of Modern Art. 

Yet with all that experi¬ 
ence, he’s still learning 
how to make movies. “It’s 
a completely different 
agenda,” said Romanek 
while promoting his latest 
film. Never Let Me Go. 

“Making a pop video is 
meant to be punchy and 
energetic and grab you by 
the collar ... this is an 
adaptation of a Kazuo 
Ishiguro novel. You have to 
completely start from 
scratch, change your 
rhythms, change your 
whole sensibility.” 

Called the Best Novel of 
the Decade by Time Maga¬ 
zine, Never Let Me Go tells 
the tale of three young 
adults at a remote English 
boarding school that soon 


discover they’re being 
groomed for the ominous 
future that awaits them. 

“It really isn’t a science 
fiction film,” said Ro¬ 
manek about a surprising 
fantastical twist in the 
film. “It’s a very subtle un¬ 
derplayed sense of an al¬ 
ternate history. It’s 
interesting because it’s a 
retro-future — it takes 
place in the ’70s, ’80s and 
early ’90s, so it’s not that 
kind of futuristic science 
fiction.” 

Still, it is a shocking 
dystopian romance and 
while it was bold enough 
to craft an oddball love sto¬ 
ry, that’s nothing to the

A magical canopy 
of colour in Idaho 

O Fall foliage defies idea that autumn colour is something only found in 
the East © A stunning riot of yellow, deep green and bright gold greet you 


In this age of big-box 
stores, Sandpoint, in 
northern Idaho, offers the 
little box: The labyrinthine 
used bookstore, the coffee 
shop with a sagging couch 
and a pile of magazines, 
and a family-owned phar¬ 
macy and tool store that 
sells rubber bands, wheel¬ 
chairs, birdseed, and dolls. 

Just an hour south of 
the Canadian border, tiny 
Sandpoint (population 
7,000) offers another coun¬ 
terpoint to prevailing per¬ 
ceptions as well, by 
defying the idea that fall 


foliage is something you 
only find in the eastern 
United States. 

Northern Idaho’s trees 
are mostly different from 
the eastern hardwoods 
that light up the mid-At¬ 
lantic states in the fall. 

The mountains are 
dominated by evergreens, 
but they have some decid¬ 
uous species such as quak¬ 
ing aspen, cottonwood and 
willow. Just as in the East, 
the trees here also display 
a stunning mix of colour 
as winter approaches. 

The western larch, also 


called the tamarack, turns 
a bright gold as its needles 
drop to the ground. 

Then there’s the muted 
green of sage-covered hills 
with splashes of purple or 
yellow wildflowers and the 
round yellow leaves of the 
aspens glimmer like a bas¬ 
ket of gold coins. 

Chic Burge, a photogra¬ 
pher who works in a store 
called Camera Corral in 
nearby town Coeur d’A¬ 
lene, leads foliage hiking 
tours in the mountains 
along the border of Idaho 
and Montana, where 


colour peaks at the end of 
September and first half of 
October. 

Idaho’s culture is root¬ 
ed in natural resources 
like agriculture, logging 
and mining, and the re¬ 
gion’s fall festivals make 
the most of those roots. 

Fall visitors are just in 
time to see sheep herders 
moving the sheep down to 
lower pastures for the win¬ 
ter — the basis for Sun Val¬ 
ley's popular Trailing of 
the Sheep festival, which 
falls on Oct. 8 to 10 this 
years, the associated press 


If you go... 

The West also has some¬ 
thing lacking in most East¬ 
ern states: Space to enjoy 
the landscape on your 
own, or in the company of 
some cattle or sheep. 

Getting there: The nearest 
large city to northern Ida¬ 
ho is Spokane, Wash. Its 
airport is served by a half- 
dozen airlines, including 
Southwest and Delta. Or 
take a ride on Amtrak’s 
Empire Builder between 
Chicago and Seattle.

Why go now? 

Avignon sits on the left 
bank of the Rhone in the 
south of France and enjoys 
a Mediterranean climate, 
with temperatures in Sep¬ 
tember and October in the 
mid 20s. It’s a lovely open 
city with a great history. 
Watch out for the mistral 
winds though - one histori¬ 
cal jibe runs ‘windy Avi¬ 
gnon, pest-ridden when 
there is no wind, wind- 
pestered when there is.’ 
Which we can assume 
won’t be appearing on any 
tourism posters anytime 
soon. 


It’s my first time - what 
should I do? 

Most of Avignon’s historical 
monuments date from the 
14th century, when for 70 
years the papal seat was 
moved there from Rome. 
The massive Palais des Pa¬ 
pes is the centrepiece: a 
vast Gothic confection of 


banqueting halls, cren- 
nelated towers and soaring 
ceilings but the city over¬ 
flows with palaces, castles, 
museums and churches. 
The absolutely unmissable 
sight however is the Pont 
St-Benezet, the famous 
bridge of the folk song Sur 
le Pont d’Avignon. Only 
four of the original 22 origi¬ 
nal arches remain but they 
have an atmosphere all 
their own. 

I’ve been there before - what 
should I see this time? 

The city walls provide ex¬ 
quisite (and free) views of 
the vineyards of the Rhone 
and the Rocher des Dorns 
park. Other A-list attrac¬ 
tions include the mediae¬ 
val paintings of the Petit 
Palais, the Romanesque 
cathedral Notre-Dame-des- 
Doms, and the Renais¬ 
sance church of St-Pierre. 

The area around rue de 
la Banasterie has a higged- 
ly-piggeldy collection of 
17th and 18th-century 
town houses, with mul-

lioned windows and tiny 
courtyards. 

Where’s the best shopping? 

The street alongside the 
Sorgue canal, where huge 
wooden waterwheels still 
turn, and has become 
something of a bohemian 
quarter, with inexpensive 
restaurants and arts and 
crafts shops. The Avignon 
Festival runs in July (festi- 
val-avignon.com) and is a 
fantastic shop-window for 
the foods, traditions and 
crafts of this city. It can get 
busy but if you can stand 
the crowds it creates a real 
buzz. 

What’s the nightlife like? 

Tends to be restaurants and 
bars rather than banging 
nightclubs. The Place de 
l’Horloge is lined with cafes 


like La Civette with friend¬ 
ly courteous staff who 
don’t mind if you stop for a 
coffee rather than the full 
menu. Tiy La Grille (25 
Place de l’Horloge) 
brasserie where three- 
course set menus starting 
at about $39. La Cour du 
Louvre (23 rue St Agricol, 
90 27 12 66) is tucked away 
in a stone-sided courtyard: 
its bourride fish stew is a 
Provengale speciality: $150 
to $180 for two with wine. 

Where should I stay? 

Hotel De Mons in Avignon 
centre (hotel 

-demons.com) is an amaz¬ 
ing converted 13th- centu¬ 
ry chapel which, while it 
may not be everyone’s 
taste, is great value at 
around $120 per night. 

Dig a bit deeper and you 
might try the sumptuous 
La Mirande, an 18th-centu¬ 
ry former family home 
close to the Palais des Pa¬ 
pes. Secluded and gor¬ 
geous. Not cheap but ask 
about deals.

Heritage Red Fife wheat is 
becoming the flour of 
choice for many Canadian 
artisan bakers. And for 
good reason. 

The wheat is known as 
a landrace, which means 
there is a genetic variabil¬ 
ity in it that allows it to 
adapt to diverse growing 
conditions. It can be hard 
or soft, white or red and 
be planted in winter or 
spring. 

Most of all, it is famous 
for being a fine milling 
and baking wheat.

One of the first things that 
new parents or grandpar¬ 
ents should do is to open 
an RESP (Registered Educa¬ 
tion Savings Plan) for their 
child. 

When your life is fo¬ 
cused on diapers, feedings 
and getting your infant to 
sleep through the night, 
university is not exactly 
top of mind.

Alberta’s job market is 
revving up in fields like 
health care and manufac¬ 
turing while administra¬ 
tive and retail jobs are still 
lagging, statistics show. 

A recent Labour Force 
Survey by Statistics Cana¬ 
da shows Alberta created 
6,700 jobs this August with 
a total of 59,900 new jobs 
created in the past year, an 
increase of 2.1 per cent 
which ties it with British 
Columbia for highest in¬ 
crease over the same peri¬ 
od. 

Job postings are also 
usually a pretty good indi¬ 
cator of where employ¬ 
ment trends are moving as 
businesses look to invest 
and expand. 

At employment website 
Workopolis.com, presi¬ 
dent and chief brand offi¬ 
cer Gabriel Bouchard says 
the Alberta market has 


seen overall job postings 
go up five per cent over 
the last year, second only 
to Quebec which saw an 
eight per cent increase, 
while all other Canadian 
provinces have seen job 
postings drop overall. 

He says Alberta’s rela¬ 


tively quick speed of recov¬ 
ery should create a de¬ 
mand for some new 
employees. 

“What we saw during 
the recession in Alberta 
was the unemployment 
rate stayed pretty low com¬ 
paratively and we’re see¬ 


ing now signs of a talent 
shortage — it’s going to be 
a very competitive market 
for employers to recruit 
in,” Bouchard said.

The trail up the hill is 
rocks, and the drop down is 
so steep that only the seat- 
belt keeps me from falling 
into the windshield. Natu¬ 
rally, the redesigned 2011 
Grand Cherokee takes it in 
stride, along with improve¬ 
ments for a smooth asphalt 
ride as well. 

It uses a Mercedes-Benz 
platform, has a selectable 
terrain mode similar to 


Land Rover’s, and throws in 
Chiysler’s newfound atten¬ 
tion to interior quality. 

It starts at $37,995 for 
the base Laredo E, followed 
by Laredo X at $42,995, Lim¬ 
ited at $46,995 and Over¬ 
land at $49,995.

The 5.7-litre Hemi V8 is 
unchanged, but the previ¬ 
ous 3.7-litre V6 is replaced 
with Chiysler’s all-new 3.6- 
litre V6.

Mini E prototype 
charging ahead

As a rolling technological 
showcase and glimpse at a 
possible future in gasless 
mobility, Mini has created a 
wholly electric-powered 
model called the Mini E. It’s 
fun to look at and runs only 
on electrons. 

Electric cars like this 
aren’t popping up all over 
Canadian roadways just yet, 
but the fully-functioning 
Mini E is a look at a technol¬ 
ogy that us Canucks will 
soon start seeing plenty 
more of. 

I recently spent a morn¬ 
ing with a Mini E prototype 
that had retired from a fleet 


of early test models de¬ 
ployed to gather real-world 
data south of the border. As 
a diehard lover of fossil fu¬ 
els, the Mini E changed my 
perceptions on electric 
transportation in more 
ways than one. 

Here’s a look at some of 
the important notes from 
the test drive — and some 
of the reasons you should 
care about this little electric 
thing. 

• Things fire up and slip in¬ 
to gear just like a regular 
automatic Mini Cooper. Re¬ 
lays click away as the in¬ 
struments come to life, 
though no starter motor 
sounds are apparent. Once 
started, the Mini E is basi-

cally quiet — albeit for a 
slight hum from a batteiy- 
paclc cooling fan. 

• Electric motors make all 
of their torque, all of the 
time. The tester had 162 lb.- 
ft of the stuff available at 
every r.p.m., backed by 201 
horsepower. Every press of 
the throttle, from any 
speed, is thereby met with 
a meaty forward surge of 
acceleration. The Mini E is 
in about the same butt- 


hauling ballpark as the Mi¬ 
ni Cooper S, Volkswagen 
GTI or Volvo C30 T5. 

• Lift the throttle, and ag¬ 
gressive brake-energy re¬ 
generation makes using the 
brake pedal almost obsolete 
if drivers time their stop¬ 
ping properly. 

• If the tested prototype 
went into production as-is, 
owners could drive about 
160 kilometres on a 24- 
hour charge. A three-hour 
charge is possible, but re¬ 
quires the use of a higher 
voltage outlet. As is, the 
tester recharged via an 
adapter plugged into a stan¬ 
dard household plug. If 
your daily travels were less 
than 160 kilometres, you’d 
never have to gas up again. 



PROJECT EVE 
SOARS HIGH 


The consortium, Project Eve, was recently 
formed, with the mission to get electric car 
production in this country to the next level. 


t includes 
firms, univer¬ 
sities, 

infrastructure 
entities, etc., 
who all know 
a thing or two about how 
to design and build a 
state-of-the-art electric 
car. Basically, it’s like all 
the smart lads in class get¬ 
ting together to 
collaborate on a science 
project. 

In fact, two of the 
member firms, Toronto 
Electric and Motive Indus¬ 
tries (Calgary), have 
already built working 
prototypes, and they will 
be the first two products 
the consortium will build 
and sell to fleet 
customers, on a per-order 
basis (a full line-up is in 
the works). 

Motive has a passionate 
leader in the form of 
Nathan Armstrong. Proj¬ 
ect Eve was officially 
launched at the EV 
Conference in Vancouver 
last week. It was also the 
occasion where 
Armstrong revealed the 
design sketch of Motive’s 
upcoming 4-seat electric 
car, called the Kestrel. 

Noted Armstrong, in a 
Project Eve press release: 
“We see a unique oppor¬ 
tunity with Project Eve to 
move electric mobility to¬ 
wards a production reali¬ 
ty. We also wish to 


support the Canadian au¬ 
to sector by providing sus¬ 
tainable products and 
opportunities to create 
new manufacturing jobs.” 

The jobs may come, 
but right off the bat the 
Kestrel certainly opened 
up opportunities of anoth¬ 
er sort — for questionable 
headline references to 
“smoking up” and 
“getting high” — because 
Project Eve revealed that 
this EV’s body panels will 
be constructed of fibres 
originating from a species 
of cannabis. 

Obviously the plant in 
question is not marijuana 
but its cousin, hemp, 
which is more suited to fi¬ 
bre production and actu¬ 
ally legal to grow in this 
country. 

The Alberta Research 
Council founded a project 
to find ways of using 
Alberta-grown hemp 
fibres and Alberta-manu¬ 
factured polymers to pro¬ 
duce a “biocomposite” 
material that could be 
used in lots of products, 
including cars. 

According to Project 
Eve spokesperson, John 
Scott, “Canada possesses 
more than enough know¬ 
how, talent, and enthusi¬ 
asm to play a major role 
in electric mobility... Proj¬ 
ect Eve is designed to ac¬ 
celerate the process, so 
we’re all rowing in the 
same direction.”

New car smell — you ei¬ 
ther love it or hate it. It’s a 
specific scent, a combina¬ 
tion of as yet unstabilised 
chemical compounds re¬ 
leased from new plastics, 
synthetic seat fabrics, glue, 
vinyl and if you’re at the 
right price level, leather. 

Fortunately, carmakers 
work hard to remove po¬ 
tentially harmful chemi¬ 
cals and reduce toxic 
odours from their cars. 

Volvo has strict guide¬ 
lines in order to reduce un¬ 
healthy emissions and cut 
down the amount of hy¬ 
drocarbons emitted from 
the materials in the car. 
They also want your car to 
smell sweet. 

Hanna Sundqvist is one 
of nine members of Volvo’s 
‘Nose team’ of test engi¬ 
neers, responsible for as¬ 
sessing odours from the 
materials in a car. Analysis 
of the emissions reveals 
what substances are emit¬ 
ted and completes the test 
results from the odour pan¬ 
el. 

“We tiy to reduce 
odour,” she explains. “We 
tolerate a certain level of 
odour as long as it is per¬ 
ceived as pleasant — an 
odour that we like to have 
in our new cars.” 

She explains that odour 
is subjective, someone’s 
perception of a substance. 
“There is no analytical in¬ 
strument that can tell if 
something smells good or 



bad or how bad. To do this 
evaluation the human 
nose is outstanding.” 

Samples of the material 
to be evaluated are placed 
in glass bottles and heated 
at 40C for 24 hours. The 
team then scores the scent 
from 1 (noticeable) to 6 
(unbearable). “An approval 
result must not exceed 3 
— ‘Clearly noticeable but 
not yet unpleasant,”’ says 
Sundqvist. The smell of the 
complete car is judged af¬ 
ter it has been heated to 
65C, to simulate a hot Eu¬ 
ropean summer day.

vigorous. Leather is 
chopped into samples that 
are put in jars and heated 
to 80C, then graded on 
odour by each professional 
sniffer. 

The Audi Nose team 
analyses more than 500 dif¬ 
ferent components from 
the interior of each model 
separately, as well as the 
scent of the complete car. 

But while there are 
some whose job it is to re¬ 
move smells, others are fo¬ 
cussed on creating scents 
to match or enhance your 
mood. Citroen offers nine 
aromas in their C3 and C4 
ranges. You can slot car¬ 


tridges into the diffuser 
that will subtly infuse your 
cabin with an anti-tobacco 
odour-eater (veiy French) 
to one that can perk you 
up. 

Carmaker Rinspeed pre¬ 
sented the Senso concept 
in 2005, in which drivers 
were calmed with vanilla- 
mandarin and revived 
with citrus-grapefruit 
scents. Maybach offers an 
optional Swarovski crystal 
atomiser, Peugeot offers a 
choice of fragrances in its 
207 and 308, there’s a dif¬ 
fuser in the Fiat 500 and 
Renault is set to launch a 
new luxury model, the Lat¬ 
itude, which also features 
a double diffuser ioniser.

O Batteries need to get cheaper, 
Magna president says O Auto parts 
giants developing e-car systems 



Cost is still the major fac¬ 
tor dissuading consumers 
from buying electric vehi¬ 
cles, and until producers 
can find a cheaper batteiy 
— or until gasoline prices 
soar — zero-emission vehi¬ 
cles will remain a niche 
market, industry players 
say. 

“When electric vehicles 
have similar range perform¬ 
ance and costs to an inter¬ 
nal combustion engine ... 
then there will be a tipping 
point where we can get to 
the mainstream consumer, 
and people will switch in 
high volume to hybrids and 
electric vehicles,” Dave Pas- 
coe, vice-president of 
Magna International’s E-Car 
Systems division, said this 
week. 

But for the time being, 
Pascoe estimated that gas 
prices would need to top 
US$5 a gallon — about 
C$1.36 per litre — for hy¬ 
brid vehicles to appeal to 
the average driver. 

At this price, it would 
take about three years for 
the consumer to offset the 
higher cost of the vehicle 
with savings on gasoline. 
At today’s gas prices — 
about C$1 per litre — it 
will take closer to six years, 
Pascoe said. 

Speaking at a panel dis¬ 
cussion on electric vehicles 
Monday in Toronto, Pascoe 
said many problems with 
the new technology have 
been eliminated in recent 
years, but batteries still re¬ 
main prohibitively expen¬ 
sive. 

“Life (of the batteiy) has 
gotten better, range has 
gotten better, but cost has 
not really gotten better,” 


Pascoe said. 

“At today’s prices elec¬ 
tric vehicles won’t go big, 
but costs are coming down 
so there’s hope for the fu¬ 
ture.” 

Electric vehicles are a 
growing part of Magna’s 
business, especially since 
founder and chairman 
Frank Stronach took con¬ 
trol of Magna E-Car Sys¬ 


tems as part of a recent 
deal that will see him re¬ 
ceive more than $1 billion 
to give up his voting con¬ 
trol of the company. 

Magna announced Mon¬ 
day that it is opening a 
new hybrid — and electric- 
vehicle system develop¬ 


ment centre, including a 
batteiy testing facility, in 
Auburn Hills, Mich. 

The electric vehicle divi¬ 
sion of the Canadian auto 
parts giant is already work¬ 
ing on several programs, 
including a joint venture to 
create an electric version 


of the Ford Focus. 

Pascoe said Magna E-Car 
Systems has “at least one 
other award” in the works, 
but wouldn’t give any de¬ 
tails. Recent reports said 
the company is in talks 
with Japan’s GS Yuasa 
Corp. to produce batteries 


for electric cars in Europe. 

“We’ll be working with 
strategic partners and we 
do have strategic partners, 
drawing from their tech¬ 
nology and also doing 
some internal develop¬ 
ment of our own,” Pascoe 
said in an interview follow¬ 
ing the panel discussion. 

“Batteries are the key to 
making it work, so that’s 
where our biggest focus is.” 

Specifically, Magna is 
looking at developing low¬ 
er-cost and higher-perfor¬ 
mance batteries for hybrids 
and purely electric vehi¬ 
cles, he said. 

Electric vehicles can be 
powered by hydrogen fuel 
cells, lithium-ion batteries 
and other technologies like 
nickel-cadmium batteries. 

The company is also fo¬ 
cusing on increasing vol¬ 
umes by providing 
common components to 
multiple customers. 

“If we bring the volume 
up, we’ll be able to deal 
with the cost issue, because 
it is a veiy big issue for us 
and our customers,” Pascoe 
said. 

Sarwant Singh, vice- 
president of Frost and Sulli¬ 
van’s global automotive 
practice, said hybrid and 
purely electric vehicles are 
forecast to account for sev¬ 
en to 12 per cent of all cars 
produced globally by 2020. 
He expects 47 different au¬ 
tomakers to launch a total 
of 75 electric models by 
2015, with 35 of those com¬ 
ing from Chinese manufac¬ 
turers.
